THE retirement from active service of Captains 
ABBOTT and SPENCER leaves two vacancies on the 
retired list, one of them having just occurred by 
the death of Major Smeon SmitH. It is under- 
stood that no other retirement will be made. until 
other vacancies occur, as it is the intention of the 
Secretary of War to keep an opening for Lieuten- 
ants McBLAIR and MILLER, in the event of their 
receiving reappointments through Congress before 
adjournment. These two officers have the sym- 


pathy of the War Department and of many Con- | 


gressmen, who have promised to push their claims 
for reappointment. If it cannot be accomplished in 
a private bill an attempt will be made to insert a 
e:ause in the Army Appropriation Bill giving the 
desired benefit. At the meeting of the Senate Mil- 
itary Committee on Tuesday last an adverse report 
was adopted on the bill 8. 2426, empowering the 
President to reappoint two persons as first lieuten- 
ants in the Army (meaning Lieutenants MILLER 
and McoBuiarr), and a favorable report made ona 
new bill to reappoint and retire Lieut. McBLam, 
and leaving out Lieut. Mier. Lieut. MILER, 
who is a well known young lawyer in New York, is 
the gentleman who worried the life out of the New 
York aldermen during the closing days of Decem- 
ber, by proceedings to get them indicted by the 
Grand Jury and enjoined by the Courts. He was 
an active leader among the ‘‘ Independent Republi- 
cans” during the Cleveland campaign, which may 


have injured his standing with the Senate.

of undoubted ability, and what may be said 
last, although far from being least, he is a thor- 
ough gentleman ‘to the manner born.’ I 
hope most sincerely he may be our next Secretary 
of the Navy, and that he may live and hold the 
position until he has, by the aid of Congress, given 
this great country such a Navy as future, as well as 
present generations may be proud of.” Another 
officer says: ‘‘I am satisfied that we are rapidly 
approaching a crisis in the history of the Navy 
when it will require a man at the helm of military 
training to start the novwm ordnem seculorum,or new 
order of things. McCLELLAN is noted asa good organ- 
izer, and reorganization is what we need above all 
things. All our ills spring from the fountain head— 
the Navy Department itself. In the Service there 
is but one opinion on this subject, the difference 
being upon the method of reorganization. That 
Secretary Chandler is of the same opinion is shown 
by his act in consolidating the four line bureaus 
into a board of detail and general management of 
the Navy; and in the recommendation contained 
in his late annual report, that the Bureaus of Steam 
Engineering and Construction should be consoli- 
dated. This clearly shows that, while he is sensible 
that a radical change in the organization of the 
Navy Department is essential, he is yet unequal to 
the task of effecting it. The general views on 
‘ Naval Government,’ in the JournaL of December 
80, 1876, and on ‘ Reorganization of the Navy,’ in the 
issue of January 13, 1877, are sound. The combina- 
tion of military training and political experience are 
extremely rare; but it is to be found in General 
McCLELLAN in an eminent degree. Let him come 
in, reorganize the Navy Department, and ‘ put the 
Navy on its legs,’ as it were, and it can then rua 
itself with the average statesman at the head.” 





THE accounting officers of the Treasury say that 
the claims for cadet service under the Morton deci- 
sion will average higher in amount than the TYLER 
longevity claims. The few thus far settled aver- 
age between five and seven hundred dollars each. 
Major Heap, of the Engineer Corps, whose claim 
has just been settled, received $700. Between seven 
and eight hundred claims have been filed. Those 
that have been settled were made “special;” but 
work has now been commenced in earnest, and 
those remaining will be taken up in their regular 
order. There has been more or less delay in get- 
ting the cadet history of the claimants from the 
Adjutant General’s Office, owing to the inconve- 
nient shape in which that information is kept. Mr. 
Woop, who has charge of the Military Academy 
books at the Adjutant General’s Office, is en- 
trusted with this work, and but for his familiarity 
with the records there would be still further delay. 
As it is, reference is frequently made to the records 
on file at the Academy before an accurate reply 
can be given. Mr. Woop visited West Point last 
week on this business, and while there arranged to 
have the semi monthly rolls made out in future so 
as to show in convenient form the time a cadet may 
have been suspended or on sick leave. In the case 
of suspension without pay the 2d Auditor has de- 
cided that no credit can be given for such periods, 
thus showing the importance of having a cadet’s 
record accessible and complete. 





In the House on Monday, Mr. HERBERT intro- 
duced resolutions, asking the President what were 
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the reasons which impelled him to appoint dele- 
gates to represent the United States in the inter- 
national African conference at Berlin, whether in 
the letters of authority to them or otherwise, there 
were any conditions affixed to or limitations placed 
upon the exercise of their authority as such dele- 
gates ; and if limitations and conditions were pre- 
scribed, whether such delegates made known to the 
conference the limitations of their authority, or 
whether they appeared unconditionally and appar- 
ently with full powers to act as delegates represent- 
ing the United States, in a conference assembled to 
discuss the question of erecting and maintaining a 
new state on the continent of Africa. The Presi- 
dent is further requested to impart to the House 
such information as may be in his possession tend- 
ing to show whether the new state to be erected and 
maintained by the powers taking part in the con- 
ference is to be republican or monarchical in form ; 
to give his opinion as to whether the appearance of 
delegates from the United States in such an inter- 
national conference would not estop the Govern- 
ment to deny the rightfulness of any future alliance 
European sovereigns might make to set up on the 
American continent governments of such form as 
to them might seem wise, whenever an occasion for 
such interference might arise. Mr. BELMONT also 
introduced a similar resolution. 





THE Commercial Chronicle, of New York, the 
leading financial sheet, thinks our participation in 
the Congo Conference and our treaty with Nicar- | 
agua portend a change in the character of our Govy- 
ernment. It says: ‘‘Such a change as this would 
involve is radical. Yet the dashing sort of career 
it opens up has itscharm. The influence it brings 
has its fascination ; the trade it ostensibly fosters 
invests it with an air of profit; and altogether it 
has enough in it that is at first sight agreeable, to 
prevent the public dismissing the suggestion with- 
out consideration. But what we particularly dis- 
like, and are sure is unwise and impolitic, is the en- 
tering upon this new policy without notice or dis- 
cussion, or rather the sliding into it almost uncon- 
sciously, as it were. To be sure, our trade is many | 
times what it was a few years ago, our wealth is | 
developing rapidly, our power to enforce our ideas | 
has increased of late years, and it may be right, if | 
Europe is about to cut up all the weak nationalities | 
of the world into pasture lots, for us to have a 
corner in these new grazing grounds. But if such | 
be our purpose, is it not due to the conservative | 
sentiment which has heretofore predominated in the 
country’s councils, to make the change deliberately, 
tnd only after a most unmistakable expression of 
the nation’s desire for it ?”

Cou. Beck, who shows conclusively that he was a 

risoner among the Indians who captured and mur- 

ered Gen. Custer and his small y, he having 
been taken captive by Sitting Bull the year previous, 
gives an entirely new account of the manner of the 
gallant hero’s death. Col. Beck’s story is that he 
was among the band, was dressed in Indian attire, 
but had no hand in the massacre. He says Gen. Cus- 
ter was slain by Rain-in-the-Face, and was one of 
the last men killed. Rain-in-the-Face reached Cus- 
ter’s side and him to surrender. Custer re- 
fusing, Rain-in-the-Face, pointing to Custer’s dead 
comrades, said: “See your men lying there all 
killed; you must surrender or die; give me your 
arms.”’ Custer, Beck says, drew his sword with a 
sudden flash, hissing between his teeth, ‘‘ I will never 
surrender to such a —— as you.’’ As the brave Gen- 
eral raised his weapon to strike, a ball from Rain-in- 
the-Face’s revolver crashed through his forehead, 
and he fell dead.

WASHINGTON’S PERSONAL APPEARANCE. 


WASHINGTON’s boots were enormous. They were 
No. 13. His ordinary walking shoes were No. 11. 
His hands were large in proportion, and he could not 
buy a glove to fit him, and had to have his gloves 
made to order. His mouth was his strong feature, 
the lips being always slightly compressed. That day 
they were compressed so tightly as to be painful to 
look at. At that time he weighed 200 pounds, and 
there was no surplus fiesh about him. e was tre- 
mendously muscled, and the fame of his great 
strength was everywhere. His huge tent when wrap- 
ped up with the pe e3 was so heavy that it required two 
men lace it in the camp wagon. Washington 
could lift it with one hand and throw it in the wagon 
as easily as if it were a pair of saddlebags. He could 
hold a musket with one hand and shoot with precis- 
ion as easily as other men did with a horse pistol. 
His lungs were his weak point and his voice was 
never strong. He was at that time in the prime of 
life. His hair was a chestnut brown, his cheeks were 
prominent, and his head was not large in contrast to 
every other part of his body, which seemed large and 
bony at all points. His finger joints and wrists were 
so large as to be genuine curiosities. As to his hab- 
its at that period I found out much that might be in- 
teresting. He was an enormous eater, but was con- 
tent with bread and meat, if he had plenty of it. But 
hunger seemed to put him in a rage. It was his 
custom to take a drink of rum or whiskey on awak- 
“~~ in the morning. 

f course all this was changed when he grew old. 
I saw him at Alexandria a year before he died. His 
hair was very gray and his form was slightly bent. 
His chest was very thin. He had false teeth, which 
did not fit, and pushed his under lip outward. I be- 
lieve he drank much more in his old age. He had 
whiskey in the morning, and at dinner two bottles 
of Madeira wine. He was a great lover of fine wines 
and fine horses.

THE ORIGINAL MONITOR. 


THERE appears to be a revival of interest in Eries 
son’s Monitor, and we had before two articles upon 
its history, and others are promised for publication 
in the ‘‘Century.” The ‘‘Magazine of American His- 
tory,” for January, has an article on the ‘‘Building 
of the Monitor,” by Rev. Francis B. Wheeler, D. D., 
which gives to the late John A. Griswold a some- 
what larger share of credit for the adoption of the 
Monitor than is strictly his due. It appears to be largely 
the reproduction of a campaign document issued when 
Mr. Griswold was a candidate for Governor of New 
York. Those who might have somewhat modified 
the statement were indisposed to do so, as they 
were anxious to see Mr. Griswold succeed in his 
campai The true history of the acceptance of 
the Monitor by the Board on Ironclads was told in 
‘¢ Scribner’s Monthly,” vol. 17, p. 853, in an article 
written by the editor of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 
It is repeated in an interesting article on ‘‘ The Moni- 
tor System : Its Inception and Adoption,” which ap- 
pears in the ‘‘ Mechanical Engineer ” for January 3, 
accompanied by a cut of the original Monitor, 
which foundered off Hatteras on the 30th of 
December, 1862, carrying down a portion of her 
officers and crew, who, according to the report of 
her captain, Bankhead, were demoralized and did 
not follow their comrades, who managed to make 
their way to the convoy of the Monitor, the Rhode 
Island, commanded by Captain afterwards Rear Ad- 
miral Trenchard. The article says: ‘‘ While a fair 
record of historical facts should credit Mr. Bushnell 
with keen perception, and bold persistency, and his 
co-operators for their faith, to John Ericsson is due 
the gratitude of this Great Republic,,not merely for 
the conception of the Monitor, but for his triumphs 
over the prejudices of the Naval Board, which re- 
sulted in the Monitor. Without actually advancing 
one penny, Mr. Bushnell and his associates reali 
$250,000 each as their reward for signing as sure- 
ties Ericsson’s subsequent contracts for building 
ten ironclad vessels on the Monitor system, while 
John Ericsson for the invention of the Monitor sys 
tem has never received one cent.”

TACTICS. 


When a company is marching in line, at quick 
time and at a carry, with one or more sets of fours 
broken to the rear, and the command is given, 
“Rear fours, right (or left) front into line, double 
time, march,’’ the rear fours, only, come to a right 
shoulder, and each set of fours come to acarry as 
soon as it arrives on the line.

While not quite so far North as Assinniboine, and 
one or two others, yet the constant and violent 
winds crowding in from half a dozen gorges and ra- 
vines in the mountains close to the garrison makes it 
very severe when the thermometer gets down to and 
below zero. Day and night all the year round the 
wind is almost constant varying in violence from 
ten to eighty miles an hour, and all duties winter 
and summer, more particulary target practice in 
summer and guard duty in winter, are very trying 
to the men. Good scores at target practice is almost 
an impossibility, unless by some freak a calm day 
occurs. 

It is to the unenlightened eye unaccountable 
why a military post should have been estab- 
lished in such a location; it has not one redeem- 
ing feature about it. Barracks and quarters built 
out of green, wet lumber, now so open and shrunk 
that repairs are almost useless, no water, 1o ng 
—the large bands of cattle use that ree little 
wood; but, to quote from “one who ought to 
know ”—it was established right on the Indian trail 
leading into British Columbia. 

Yes, the Indian going North, must g° right through 
Fort Maginnis in order to get out of the United 
States. Not much he mustn’t; he can select his own 
trail East or West from the Dakota to the Idaho 
boundary line, and leave Maginnis “out in the 
cold.” There are no Indians within two hundred 
niles of the post! and we are glad of it. 

About twenty miles North, across a low range of 
mountains, may be found a large stream of water, 
called Big Spring Creek, abounding in fish, plenty 
of good grazing, timber in abundance, and every 
possible advantage necessary for a military post— 
game plentiful, bathing facilities for the men excel- 
lent, and just as much on the “ Indian trail” as Fort 
Magginis is; but the waters of the Musselshell must 
be considered, and yet there is no Musselshell water 
or any other shell water available at Maginnis in case 
of fire. Just imagine a fire, with a seventy mile wind 
blowing; half an hour would be sufficient to con- 
sume every building at the post. And yet Maginnis 
has its advantages; it has telegraphic communica- 
tion with civilization; it has its theatre building and 
minstrel troupe; it has ice all the year round and 
snowstorms in August. 

For the last three weeks the thermometer has not 
been up to zero; at night it would be down about 30 
deg. and during the day never got farther than 
minus 10 deg. Our tri-weekly mail from Custer Sta- 
tion came through regular until this week, when, 
during a blizzard, the driver got lost on the prairie 
and had to camp out three nights; he reached here 
about 9p. m. on the 24th, nearly dead. The poor fellow 
had plenty of grit, and tackled it again next morn- 
ing. He isan old soldier of the Ist Cavalry, but it 
appears “‘toamanup a tree” that serving in the 
ranks would be far preferable to that kind of work 
at thirty dollars a month.. ¥ 

The officers of the post gave a Christmas tree to all 
the children at the post.

The new Cunarder, the “Etruria,” 
is 520 feet long and her tonnage nearly 8,000. The 
“ Britannia” had engines of 850 horse power; the 
horse power of the “‘ Etruria ”’ is 14,000. The “‘Britan- 
nia”’ carried 220 tons of curgo and 120 passengers ; the 
“ Etruria” 5,000 tons of cargo and 1,500 passengers. 
The “ Britannia ” carried 500 tons of coal, and her 
speed was 8 1-2 knots per hour; the “ Etruria” car- 
ries 2,500 tons and makes 19 knots perhour. Five years 
ago the “‘ Arizona’”’ made the passage in 7 days and 7 
hours. The builder of “ Etruria” says she will do it 
in one day less, and in another five years it will be 
done in five days.

He knows exactly 
what is needed ina Government vessel for that 
duty. The Naval Constructor could consult with 
him in the matter, and the vessel thus built would 
be complete in its adaptation to its particular ser- 
vice.”

NEW WORK AT THE NAVAL OBSERVATORY.

THE NEEDS OF THE NAVY. 


NAVY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, Dec. 31, 1884. 


Hon. Samuel J. Randall, Chairman of the Committee on Ap- 
propriations, House of Representatives : 


Srr: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of the 
letter from your committee, dated Dec. 24, enclosing a oa" 
of the bill H. R. 7791, with the Senate amendments there 0, 
and also two statements of difference between the amounts 
pro by the Senate for certain of the current expenses 
of the bureaus of this department for the coming six 
months, and the amounts appropriated for the first six 
months of the present fiscal year, and asking my opinion 
whether the amounts pro’ by the Senate will be suffi- 
cient to properly maintain the naval establishment. 

In making the investigation necessary to answer your in- 

uiry my attention has been drawn not ry to the bill H. R. 

0. 7791, but also to the bill H. R. 4716 and the bill H. R. 7510, 
all three of which bills have passed the House, have been 
amended in the Senate, and are now pending between the 
two Houses. 

I venture to express my regret that with these three bills 
thus conveniently awaiting concurrent action of the two 
Houses it was found impossible to pass any one of them be- 
fore Jan. 1, 1885, and that therefore serious embarrassments 
have arisen in administering the naval establishment. May 
I not ask the earnest attention of your committee to the im- 
portance of 2s terminating the anomalous condition 
of affairs which makes it necessary to maintain the naval 
service without the assistance of some of the usual appro- 
priations therefor. 

The Senate having dropped all propositions for appropria- 
tions for additional cruisers and completing the monitors, 
the igen uestion in controversy seems to be only this: 
On the one side, whether the Appropriation bill for the bal- 
ance of the fiscal year s med after a consideration 
in detail of the estimates which the law uires to be sub- 
mitted to Congress, for the special needs of the Service for 
the year, and whether the specific amount to be applicable 
to each object of aperopets on shall be distinctly named in 
the bill; or, on the other side, whether without such consid- 
eration, there shall be appropriated in general terms 50 per 
cent. of the amounts granted in last year’s bill for the vari- 
ous objects specifically named in that bill.

THE KEARSARGE AND ALABAMA STORY. 


Cox. ScHuyLER CrosBy’s little story about the 
Alabama fight, told at a meeting of the M. O. L. L. 
in Washington, has exposed him to a series of naval 
attacks. The story was to the effect that Lord Bur- 
goyne met an affable gentleman in Paris whom he 
invited to accompany him ona visit to the Kear- 
sarge. This affable gentleman was afterwards picked 
up by the “‘ Greyhound” yacht, on which Lord Bur- 

oyne was, and proved to be an officer of the Ala- 

ama, who, in consequence of his visit, was able to 
better direct the fire of the Alabama against the 
Kearsarge. The 2d lieutenant of the Alabama writes 
to the N. Y. Sun from St. Augustine, Fla., saying: 
“The only single fact in the whole story is that off 
Cherbourg, on a certain day in June, a fight did take 
place. The English yacht which rendered_such effi- 
cient service in saving life on the 19th of June, 1864, 
was the Deerhound, whose owner was Mr. caster 
—not Greyhound—and if Lord Burgoyne was on 
board the hound it is the first time any one has 
ever heard of the fact. The Kearsarge did not come 
to an anchor before the fight, and the only commu- 
nication had with her from the shore was by the 
United States Consul, in carrying to Capt. Winslow 
the challenge of the Alabama. The only other craft, 
besides the Kearsarge, which shared the honors of 
saving life on that occasion was a French pilot boat 
and the writer asserts — that ‘Lord 
Burgoyne’ was not on board of her. Our Ist lieu- 
tenant (Kell) was saved by the Deerhound, and I 
think I can trust my memory so far as to state that 
Lieut. Kell did not leave the side of the Alabama 
from the day she entered Cherbourg until she 
steamed out of the port—in fact, was not on shore at 
all—and therefore could not have met ‘Lord Bur- 
goyne’ at a hotel table elsewhere. But, Mr. Editor, 
the necessity given for such a visit is the unkindest 
cut of all, and the reflection cast upon the officers of 
the Alabama—of not being able to locate the boilers 
of a steamship without a personal ins on—is 
such a slander upon our alma mater, the U.S. Naval 
Academy, that I feel called upon to resent it. But 
where’s the use of further proving the romance of 
‘ Lord Burgoyne’s’ remarkable statements ?”

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WE improve the occasion of a new outfit of type 
this week, to make the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
somewhat more readable, by selecting type witha 
larger and more open face than that heretofore 
employed.

FORT LEAVENWORTH. 

WE have had occasion to speak of the benefits 
accruing from the U. 8. Infantry and Cavalry 
School to its eleves, and through them to the Army, 
ani have also, in a friendly spirit, directed atten- 
tion to what seemed to be its defects. This we have 
done that these might receive proper consideration 
and correction from those having authority to deal 
with them. That such an institution should spring 
at once into completeness was not to be expected ; 
that it has defects, even its best fri2nds will admit. 

One of the objects avowed in the establishment of 
the school was instruction in the handling and 
management of men, in connection with a model 
military force, to be maintained at Fort Leaven- 
worth. This purpose has been but partially real- 
ized. The infantry and cavalry battalions there 
serving, especially the former, though constituted 
of excellent material, are in no sense pattern organ- 
izations. Their appearance on inspections, their 
performance at the various exercises, their work on 
the target range, the state of their discipline, in 
short, their proficiency in matters military, though 
creditable under the circumstances, fall lamentably 
short of the ideal of a well-ordered command. The 
reason is obvious : too much labor is required of the 
men in connection with absolutely essential im- 
provements, which, from present prospects, may not 
be completed within ten years, and this labor is in 
‘addition to the ordinary work falling to their lot at 
a station of about seventy officers. Thus the time 
of: the men is occupied, to the exclusion of much 
needed military instruction. Battalion drills are 
given with less than fifty men in line ; exercises are 
dignified with the name of company drills, in which 
the paucity of the men under instruction taxes the 
ingenuity of the acting captain to remain within the 
movements prescribed as appropriate on such 
occasions. As to the actual captain, he passes his 
‘‘eompany” by, giving ita furtive glance, as though 
he dreaded to be identified with it. Inspections, 
even for muster, from which a large proportion of 
the men are absent, occur frequently at the school, 
and would afford a ludicrous if they did not present 
a sad spectacle. 

Such exhibitions would put to shame a militia or- 
ganization, but what shall be thought of them at a 
model military post? That they engender disgust 
alike in the officers and men, taking part in them, 
and are thus of little value, goes without saying. 

There is no more capable, hard-working and con- 
scientious officer in the Army to-day than CoLONEL 
Oris, the commandant of the school. That he rec- 
ognizes and deplores this whole state of affairs is 
shown by his annual report, from which we made 
extracts last week, and in which he says ‘‘ the prac- 
tical training of officers here is not carried to the 
desired extent.”” Though he makes no such stg- 
gestion, and probably would be the last one to do it, 
the remedy to us seems apparent. The labor at the 
post, which he refers to as preventing the introdue- 
tion of the military movements on an elaborate 
scale, for which the post is so well adapted, should 
be done by the convicts at the military prison, lo- 
cated on the same reservation. A fixed number of 
these, say seventy-five, or as many less as might be 
called for, should be daily reported to the post com- 
mander. No doubt the governor of the prisoD, 
though a sensible man, would vigorously oppos 
such a scheme, and perhaps this would only be nat 
ural. But we confidently believe that a careful inves 
tigation, conducted by persons without bias toward 
either a school or prison, would show that its adop- 
tion, while in no way detrimental to the former, 
would prove highly beneficial to the latter institu- 
tion. Under our present system of military admin 
istration, the honest soldier has additional duty im- 
posed on him that the deserters and dead beats may 
have the easier time. There is an opportt ynity 
remedy this in a measure at Fort Leavenworth, and 
with equal advantage to both school and pris 
Let the experiment be tried. 
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ENGLAND’ s NAVY. 


THe Army and Navy Gazette says: The country 
has now pronounced judgment upon the official pro- 
posals for increasing the strength of the Navy; 
and while recognizing the value of the con- 
templated additions, almost without a dis- 
sentient voice, condemns them as inadequate. 
It also says: ‘If it were done, when ’tis 
done, then ‘twere well it were done quickly.”

It is proposed also to spend from five to eight 
million dollars on naval ordnance, and four to ten 
millions on coaling stations. Compare this expendi- 
ture of from twenty-three to forty millions with the 
modest demands for rebuilding our Navy, over 
which Congress shakes its wise head. The Govern- 
ment and Sir E. J. Reep agree that three of the 
armored battle-ships should be built in the dock- 
yards and one by contract; all the other vessels by 
contract. The Pall Mall Gazette wants all the ar- 
mored vessels included in contract building. No- 
ting the fact that the Admiralty demand much more 
time for building than the others think is required, 
the Gazette says: Why should the prompt comple- 
tion of the vessels already in hand be delayed, or 
the construction of the additional ships be prolonged 
over nearly twice the necessary time? , That this 
dilatoriness is due in great measure to the out-of- 
date and unwise arrangement of our Constructive 
Department—bound hand and foot in routine and 
red tape—should the more easily admit of its early 
remedy. 

The Gazette also has the following: Referring to 
the recent statements that this country is endea- 
voring to procure steel guns and projectiles from 
private firms in France and Germany, we commend 
the following remarks of a distinguished American 
t» the notice of Government: ‘‘ The United States 
ein build and equip a Navy as well as provide 
proper coast defence without sending abroad fora 
single piece of material. There are plenty of ma- 
terial and skilled labor here. All that is necessary 
is to give sufficiently large and remunerative con- 
tracts to make it worth while for shipbuilders and 
manufacturers to go to the expense of doing the 
work.” Read ‘‘Great Britain and her Colonies” 
for ‘‘United States,” and the conditions hold 
equally good, while there are a hundred and one 
more reasons for this country being independent of 
foreign manufacturers. 


PENSIONS FOR MEXICAN VETERANS. 

THE House on Monday, by a vote of 129 to 85, re- 
fused to concur in the Senate amendments to its 
bill, “H. R. 5,667, granting a pension to the sol- 
diers and sailors of the Mexican War, and for other 
purposes.” The bill pensions all Mexican veterans 
ovr 62 years of age, and ‘‘who, being duly enlisted, 
actually served fourteen days with the Army and 
Navy of the United States in Mexico, or on the 
coasts or frontier thereof, or en route thereto, in 
the war with that nation.” It also increases the 
pensions of widows, dependent parents, and minor 
children from $8 to $12 a month. It dispenses with 
certain proofs in regard to aged and dependent pa- 
rents, and with the proof of prior soundness. 
Mr. TAyLor, on the authority of the Commissioner 
of Pensions, stated that it will cost the Government 
from four to four and a half million dollars a year 
to pay the soldiers of the Mexican War, as provided 
in this bill as amended by the Senate, and about 
twelve or twelve and a half million dollars a year to 
pay the Union soldiers embraced in these Senate 
amendments. 

Mr. WARNER contended that if the principle in- 
volved in the provisions of the bill relating to the 
soldiers of the Mexican .War be extended to the 
Union soldiers of the late war, as it must be and 
ought to be, if adopted, then this measure will in- 
volve an expenditure of not less than $2,500,000,- 
000. He said: ‘‘Now, apply that principle to the 
Union soldiers of the late war, and what would be 
the result? And I maintain that you must do it if 





that sstaciaie is pe sory in this bill, We must have 
uniformity and equality in our pension laws. Apply 
that principle, then, to the Union soldiers, and 
grant the same pensions to the men who were borne 
on the rolls but fourteen days, or who enlisted after 
the fighting was all over, that you grant to men 
who served one, tio, three or four years, who went 
through all the campaigns, endured all the hard- 
ships and participated in all the struggles and bat- 
tles of that war, and you see to what it leads. In 
another war would sucha principle be safe? Is 
such a principle right? No, sir; the principle it- 
self is wrong. Itis unjust. It never can be right. 
It is unsafe to establish and ought to defeat any bill 
based upon it. I honor the men who fought in the 
Mexican War. I honor no less those who fought in 
the late war. And I say the disability incurred in 
the one entitles a man to as much as like disability 
incurred in the other—service in one war to be the 
same as service in the other.” 

We understand that the provision of law under 
which three months’ extra pay is allowed the officers 
and men who served in the Mexican War is again to 
b2 put before the courts to settle a question, which, 
if decided in the claimant’s favor, would greatly 
widen its provisions. Captain JAMES BELGER, re- 
tired, who was in charge of the Quartermaster’s 
Depot at New Orleans during the Mexican War, has 
filed a claim with the Second Auditor for three 
months’ extra pay, claiming that under the decision 
in the Emory case heis as much entitled to the 
extra pay as if he had served at the seat of war. 
The Auditor will disallow his claim, holding as 
Secretary Marcy did when he was at the head of the 
War Department, that no officer or soldier, unless 
actually engaged or at the seat of war, was entitled 
to benefits. The intention is to bring this case be- 
fore the Court of Claims. The real point at issue is 
the same as that brought before Secretary Marcy, 
viz.: whether all officers and soldiers who were en- 
gaged in the Military Service in the war with Mexico, 
whether on Mexican soil or not, are not entitled to 
the extra pay? The Second Auditor has begun the 
preliminary examination of some of the Emory 
claims, but it will be some months yet before any of 
them can be finally settled. 





MULTIPLICITY OF ORDERS 


AMONG the numerous ‘‘ growls” w hich, from time 
to time, make their appearance in the JOURNAL, we 
wonder that, thus far, we have never been favored 
with a plaint under the above, or a similar caption. 
The custom which, for years, has obtained of modi- 
fying and adding to the U. S. Army Regulations has 
practically rendered that absorbing volume useless— 
that is, per se. Wehad avery big book for the 
guidance of a very little Army. This was bad 
enough, but the student who began the perusal of 
the 1,385 pages was rather fluttered—put out, as it 
were—by the perennial appearance of the modifica- 
tions, etc., above alluded to. 

The knowing ones made many attempts looking 
to a rearrangement of their copies of Regulations, 
so that when they ‘‘ wanted to know, you know,” 
why—they could do it. But, alas ! their efforts were 
futile. The first one, generally, was a resort to 
red ink: ‘‘See G. O.,” so and so, ‘‘ A. G. O. S.,” of 
such and sucha year, written on the margin by 
the side of the ‘‘modified” paragraphs. By the 
time several thousand, or less, of these addenda 
were inscribed, a corresponding volume of the or- 
ders must of necessity be collected for reference 
and ‘‘kept handy,” and as there appeared (and 
still appears) to be no end—prospective or other- 
wise—to the issue of these modifications and ad- 
ditions, the task seemed a hopeless one. A second 
plan was to place the orders as received in the Re- 
gulations to face the paragraphs affected, but this 
scheme added so prodigiously to the bulk of an 
already bulky volume that, like that one wherein 
was placed Tommy Traddle’s hair, it wouldn’t 
‘shut up.” At this stage of affairs the compiler, 
becoming desperate, generally had recourse to one 
of two plans ; he either gave up the whole thing as 
a ‘‘bad job,” and trusted to luck, or—happy 
thought—expected and required (if he was a C. 
O.) his sergeant major to furnish information | 
upon any and every point required. We say the | 
sergeant major, for, in order to ‘‘ keep posted,” one 





anid ae to - a mere alone of orders, a 
this would seem to come more in that function- 
ary’s line than in that of any other individual, not 
excepting the adjutant, whose time is necessarily 
claimed occasionally by other matters. 

If this veritable magnum opus ever is completed, 
the thanks of the whole (military) community will 
be due that compiler who presents to his distracted 
fellow sufferers a ‘‘ complete and unabridged.” 








AN order has been promulgated by the Secretary 
of the Navy to Paymaster Rep, in charge of the 
naval clothing factory, permitting the manufac- 
ture of overcoats for officers lined with Italian 
cloth instead of flannel. Many officers objected to 
the flannel on account of its tendency to 
cling to the legs, especially when woollen 
pants of a rough surface are worn A 
change has also been authorized in the gemi- 
coat. The length is fixed so that the shirt in 
front and behind shall touch a ruler placed close 
between the legs, instead of reaching second joint 
of the thumb, which was found to be inexpedient 
with grown men, although used at at the Nava 
Academy. 








THE latest scheme for increasing the speed of 
vessels has been suggested to the Navy Department 
by an alleged inventor of northern New York. He 
believes that by the constant firing of a cannon 
from the stern of a vessel the recoil from the gun 
would increase the vessel’s speed several knots per 
hour. The Bureau of Steam Engineering figures it 
out that the mean effect from the firing of a 10-inch 
rifle gun every three minutes would be equal to the 
continuous exertion of less than two-tenths of a horse 
power. It is not strange the official sensibility to- 
ward inventors should have become somewhat 
blunted by too constant association with the crude 
schemes of would be patriots and philanthropists. 








THE estimates submitted by the Ordnance Foun- 
dry Board for the erection of a gun factory at the 
Washington Arsenal were transmitted to the House 
of Representatives by the Secretary of the Treasury 
on Wednesday last. Under a recent law heads of 
departments are required to submit their estimates 
through the Secretary of the Treasury. The Secre- 
tary of War has submitted the estimates of the board 
for the Army Gun Factory—$1,000,000. The esti- 
mates for the Navy Factory amounts to $2,500,000; 
$1,000,000 being for the plant, and $1,500,000 as a 
yearly appropriation for the purchase of steel for 
making guns.

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FLAG OFFICERS FOR THE NAVY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


The ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL of Nov. 8, contain- 
ed an article entitled ‘‘ Flag Officers,” which is so 
at variance with the views and education of a large 
majority of experienced naval men, and suggests so 
radical a change in the practice heretofore regula- 
ting naval matters, as to demand an answer. 

‘‘ Flag officer” is a generic term, employed to de- 
scribe or to embrace ail officers whose rank entitles 
them to wear a distinctive flag to indicate their 
rank or grade, and who are entitled to be saluted. 
Admirals, vice admirals, rear admirals, and commo- 
dores each have flags assigned to mark their rank ; 
and when in command on shore or afloat each of 
the above grades is indicated by flying his proper 
distinctive flag, and the flag-ship carrying the flag 
officer wears the flag indicating the rank of com- 
mander-in-chief, whatever it may be. 

The word ‘‘ flag officer” is printed in the Statute 
in the following connection: ‘‘and assign him to 
command a squadron with the rank and title of 
‘ flag officer.’” (Dec. 1861.) 

At the time of the enactment of this long obsolete 
law the highest grades in the Navy were those of 
captain and commander, and this law was intended, 
as a War measure, to give the President authority to 
designate from either of these two grades, instead of 
limiting him to the grade of ®aptain, an officer to 
command a squadron. The law was intended to 
and could only apply to captains and commanders, 
since there were no higher grades than these ; and 
since all officers above the grade of captain are flag 
officers in reality, and in the generic term to desig- 
nate a commodore already a flag officer to be a rear 
admiral is to assume an altogether new power, and 
change the grade and rank of the highest offi- 
cers in the Navy without ‘‘the advice and consent 
of the Senate.” 

Previous to the adoption of section 1434, com- 
manders-in-chief were designated by the President 
from the grade of captain ;—they were authorized 
to hoist the flag of a commodore on board their flag 
ships ; they were officially addressed as commodore, 
received increased pay while in command, and were 
the only *‘ flag officers” known to our Navy, and 
the only American naval officers whose flag was en- 
titled to a salute. 

It would seem strange to assume now that we 
never had flag officers afloat previous to the estab- 
lishment of the grades of admiral, when we have 
steadily, for over fifty years, kept squadrons on all 
foreign stations with flag ships carrying a commo- 
dore’s flag, and a commodore recognized as flag offi- 
cer by all foreign commanders-in-chief. 

At the time that section 1484 became law, (De- 
cember, 1861,) the Department, in conformity there- 
with, designated certain captains as ‘‘ flag-officers,”’ 
adhering carefully to the requirement of the law 
that such captains were to ‘‘command a squadron 
with the rank and title of ‘ flag-officer.’” Neither 
the President nor the Department at that time felt 
justified in ‘‘ assuming ” the authority to designate 
as rear-admiral the captain whom the law required 
to be entitled ‘‘ flag-officer;” the assumption was 
not then found in the law, and if itis claimed as 
legal now, it must be that there are ulterior ends to 
be served, or hidden ambition to be gratified, which 
are not avowed by those inspiring and abetting this 
new interpretation. Moreover, the captain named 
to command a squadron, ‘‘ with the rank and title 
of flag-officer,” was not authorized to assume the 
uniform of a rear-admiral, nor was he authorized, 
nor did he ‘‘ assume ”’.to sign himself by any other 
“title” than ‘ flag-officer.” He was appointed 
** flag-officer,” (not rear-admiral,) was addressed as 
‘‘flag-officer,” and was not otherwise officially 
known in any quarter, and was so designated in 
personal intercourse with his subordinates. 

If section 1484 can, by any ingenious evasion of 
other and more recent laws, be exhumed from the 
grave where it has long lain a dead letter, then 
must its provisions be enforced as when it was first 
enacted—there can be no varying construction of a 
law. Adhere to the provisions of that section as 
they were applied when it became a law, and it will 
be found that ‘‘ flag-officers” can only be taken 
from the grade of captain or commander ; and if 
the President drops the lineal rank of an officer 
whom he selects to command a squadron, he must, 
under section 1434, rank and title him (as always 
heretofore) ‘‘ flag-officer,” and as such he can 
only take precedence over other officers whose com- 
missions are senior to his own when those officers 
are “‘ the commanders of ships of his squadron.” 

To argue that the President can ‘“‘ assume” au- 
thority under section 1434 to make a temporary 
rear-admiral of a commodore appointed to com- 
mand a squadron, is to ‘‘ assume ” that he can with 
equal propriety make an admiral vice-admiral, rear- 

iral or commodore of an officer below those 
grades. 

These grades already exist by statute of later 
date than section 1434, and there is no warrant of 
authority for assuming to designate any one to 
those grades, since they already contain the number 
prescribed by law for each. To ‘‘assume” the con- 
trary is to ‘“‘assume” the right to increase the num- 
ber of persons holding the rank and performing the 
duties of rear admiral when there are no vacancies 











in that grade, and when recent law expressly de- 
clares that there shall be no increase above the 
number fixed by statute, and also specially declares 
that ‘‘the rank of officers shall not be changed ex- 
cept in accordance with the provisions of existing 
law, and by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate.” Another recent law requires that ‘‘ durin 
peace, vacancies in the grade of rear admiral s 

be filled by regular promotion from the list of com- 
modores.” It will hardly be contended that there 
is anything ‘‘regular” in the acting appointments 
by which certain commodores have been advanced 
to the rank of rear admiral under the flimsy guise 
that section 1434 authorizes such unprecedented ad- 
vancement of juniors over their seniors. 

Sec. 1434 was a war measure, did not answer the 
purpose for which it was intended, and was super- 
seded by the law of July 1862, which established 
specificially the several grades of flag officers, viz: 
admiral, vice admiral, rear admiral and commodore 
none of which had, previous to that time, any legal 
existence in the American Navy. From that date 
section 1434 was obsolete, and has since been en- 
tirely superseded by other and more specified laws 
which provide in detail that which that section had 
en imperfectly and unsatisfactorily pro- 
vided. 

The article published in the columns of the 
JOURNAL of Novy. 8, is simply an effort to invest 
the President, by ‘‘assumption,” with authority (not 
conferred in any law but prohibited in many) to 
designate any officer not below the grade of com- 
mander to command a squadron, ‘‘ with the rank 
and title” of rear admiral, without regard to the 
question of whether vacancies exist or not ; in other 
words, it is argued ‘‘ that authority” has suddenly 
been discovered or ‘‘asswmed,” by which ‘‘rear 
admirals” can be and are being made in opposition 
to all law, precedent and, tradition, regulating pro- 
motions by seniority in time of peace, and substitut- 
ing in lieu thereof, by extraordinary and extra 
judicial means, promotion by personal selection, pure 
and simple. 

To a careful reader, conversant with naval ques- 
tions, it is quite plain that a rear admiral zs a flag 
officer, and itis quite as apparent, and needs no 
demonstration to show, that the ‘‘flag officer” of 
section 1434 zs not a rear admiral, a vice admiral or 
a full admiral; he is what the section declares him 
to be, ‘‘flag officer,” and must be so appointed, so 
addressed and so known in order to avoid conflict 
with his seniors in lineal rank. 

If the views expressed in the JouRNAL of Nov. 8 
could by any possibility find serious advocates, there 
would result unavoidably, great confusion arising 
from the junior being suddenly placed in position to 
demand precedence over the officer who ranked him 
before he became possessed of his fictitious rank of 
rear admiral, and who will again rank him as soon 
as that acting appointment expires. This state of 
affairs must seriously impair the efficiency of the 
Navy, and it is to be regretted that sounder coun- 
sels were not at hand when this demoralizing expe- 
riment was suggested, in which case it could never 
have been tried. 

The principle underlying the JouRNAL’s article is 
eminently disorganizing and revolutionary, fraught 
with injury to the best interest of the Navy, and 
only accepted by a few who are seeking ‘‘promotion 
by selection,” at any and every cost, even to mak- 
ing the Navy a machine to be run in the interest of 
personal influence and favoritism. Navy.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


To What Extent Can State Troops be Used by 
the General Government ? 


The question for what purposes and to what ex- 
tent the organized militia of the different States 
may legally be used, though all important, seems 
hardly to be properly understood. That there is 
much diversity of opinion on the subject appears 
from the discussion following the recent delivery 
of the speech of General W. T. Sherman on the 
militia before the Military Service Institution, 
which was participated in by General Fry and 
others. The question was by no means settled on 
that occasion, and has since furnished the material 
for much thought and research in some quarters. 
To aid in its solution, we present the following in- 
teresting questions bearing upon the matter, which 
have been sent to us by a correspondent. We shall 
be glad if any of our readers will furnish us with 
data in their possession which may throw light on 


the subject. 
QUESTIONS. 


1st. Under what law, and in obedience to whose 
command, were certain regiments of the National 
Guard or militia of the State of New York directed 
to leave its boundaries and proceed to Washington 
in April, 1861? 

2d. The Revised Statutes of the United States read 
as follows: Act May 2, 1792—28th of February, 1795: 
Authorizes the President, in case, etc., to call forth 
such number of the militia of the States most con- 
venient to the scene of action as he may judge ne- 
cessary, and to issue his orders for the purpose to 
such officers of the militia as he shall think proper.” 
Act February 28, 1795.—The militia “‘ may be com- 
pelled to serve not more than three months.”” Act 
April 18, 1814—‘‘May be compelled to serve not 
more than six months.” 

If these Acts of Congress have not been repealed 
—and we fail to find that they have been repealed— 
would it not clearly become the duty of the com- 
mander of a body of militia called out and stationed 
on the frontier of Canada or Mexico to obey any 
order given him direct by the President to cross the 
border as an “offensive defensive movement” to 
repel invasion ? 

The case is presented thus extremely and plainly 
in order that there may be no mistake as to what is 
meant, and to elicit an equally plain as well as an 
exact reply, which will definitely settle the question 
whether or not the militia (or National Guard) of the 
States is a force liable to be called upon to do tem- 
porary (six months) duty beyond the borders of the 
State in which it is mustered and recruited. If the 
question can be definitely answered in the affirma- 
tive, then, as a natural consequence, it will help to 
determine the status of the militia as a body en- 
titled to the respect of the public as an auxiliary 
military United States force, which should be aided 
and supported by Congress. 


REPORT OF THE ADJT.-GEN. OF NEW YORK. 


Adjutant-General Farnsworth, in his annual report 
to Governor Grover Cleveland, says the organiza- 
tion of the National Guard remains practically the 
same as stated in last report; the only changes bein 
the disbandment of the 32d Separate Company, o 
Wellsburgh, Chemung County, and the acceptance 
of two new companies in the cities of New York 
and Brooklyn, to fill vacancies in the 12th and 23d 
Re ents. The total force September 30, 1884, was 
11,687 active officers and enlisted men, an increase 
over the corresponding quarter of last year. The 
force is steadily advancing from year to year in dis- 
cipline and ciency, and = its strength 
might be considerably increased if the numerous 
applications for the admission of new organizations 
were granted, it is deemed to be of far greater bene- 
fit to the State to properly maintain the i 
organizations to the extent of the means appropri- 
ated for that p , rather than by adding to their 
number, reduce the already moderate allowance to 
each without increasing the efficiency of the Guard 
asa whole. 

With the exception of two or three regiments, the 
entire Guard is now in on of the comfortable 
and serviceable on uniform. The State pur- 
chased overcoats for the use of the National Guard 
seven years ago; their continuous use has rendered 
many of them unserviceable, and it is necessary that 
measures be taken at an early day to supply new 
overcoats to such organizations as actually need 
them. The arms and equipments of the Guard are 
in serviceable condition. The advisibility of a 
change in the calibre of the rifle now in use, for 
that used by the United States Army, has been dis-

OUR MILITIA. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


At the last meeting of the Military Service Insti- 
tute, during some remarks upon the able paper read 
by General Sherman, it was more than intimated by 
the officers of the National Guard, that the officers 
of the Army had shown themselves indifferent to the 
needs of the National Guard, and were unwilling to 
assist them in their efforts to obtain the passage of 
any of the pes cope measures, looking to the im- 
provement of their several services by the Congress 
of the United States. 

Having been for many years exceedingly interested 
in this subject, I have made it a point to discuss the 


| matter with Army officers; and I think I can state 


—, the general feeling in the service upon this 
question. 

That our officers are indifferent to the wonderful 
interest taken in military matters, and to the splen- 
did work done by the National Guardsmen, either 
considered as individuals or as regiments and bat- 
teries, is a decided mistake. I have yet to meet an 
officer of the Army who was not enthusiastic in 
his praise and commendations of our citizen sol- 
diery, and more than interested in their work and 
progress. 

I have, however, as yet, not found a single officer 
who would express his unqualified approval of the 
State Guard System, and but a minority in favor of 
any of the proposed militia bills. 

nd let it be understood that these objections to 
the various militia bills are not due to their details, 
but simply to the fact that they will tend to perpet- 
uate the State Guard System, which system is, in our 
opinion, very defectve. 

By Article I., sec. 8, of the Constitution, Congress 
is empowered “ To raise and support armies, to pro- 
vide for calling forth the militia to execute the laws 
of the Union, suppress insurrection, and repel inva- 
sion. To  etgad = for organizing, arming, and dis- 
ciplining the militia, and for governing such part of 
them as may be employed in the service of the 
United States, reserving to the States respectively 
the appointment of the officers and the authority of 
training the militia according to the discipline pre- 
scribed by Congress.” 

Itis the accepted dogma of our Army, that the 
military institutions of our country must consist of 
a small standing army, and an efficient National Re- 
serve; we believe that the time is now approaching 
when such a system can be brought into existence; 
we do not consider thatan “efficient National Re- 
serve ”’ van be formed on the State Guard system; and 
we are not willing to handicap any future work, by 
encouraging the passage of a bill, that will tend to 

erpetuate that system. Our objection to the State 

uard system may be described as follows: 

1. Itis purely a State organization, and hence not 
the militia contemplated by the Constitution. 

2. It has no existence under law, save as a militia 
force; and by the Constitution the militia can only 
be used for internal control and defensive purposes. 

3. It has nocorporate connection with the United 
States Army. 

4. Itssystem of discipline has not proven satis- 
factory in the past, and it has set up for itself 
what we consider to be a false standard of discip- 
line. 

Concerning the first obiection, the reader will note 
that the Constitution places the “disciplining” of 
the militia at all times under the General Govern- 
ment; reserving to the States the right to appoint 
officers, and to train the militia in accordance with 
the ‘“‘National system of discipline.” Note the dis- 
tinction between “governing them’’ when employed 
by the General Government, and “discipling them” 
at all times; this force Congress is empowered to or- 

nize. 

But the State Guard was not “organized” by the 
United States; it is not “disciplined”? by the United 
States; in fact isdisciplined and governed by its own 
code, and was organized by its own State law. And 
hence is inno sense the “militia contemplated by 
the Constitntion.”’ 

“The second objection.’””’ Even were the State 
Guard the legitimate offspring of our militiasystem, 
it nevertheless remains a militia force, and can only 
be used to suppress insurrection, execute the laws, 
and for home defence; as stated by General Fry it 
could not legally be marched across the Canada 
frontier. This fact alone makes it a self-evident 
proposition, that such a force is not un efficient Na- 
tional Reserve. 

The third objection is purely a military one, and 
may not be accepted by all. Many my bare are 
of the opinion, that a corporote union between the 
Active and Reserve forces of an Army is essential 
to an efficient mobilization. Concerning the fourth 

objection, it is hardly necessary to enlarge; with 
some noble exceptions, I think it will be acknow- 
ledged by all that the State Guard in the several 
States have not altogether covered themselves with 

lory, when called upon in an ny ong: & Remem- 

ering these facts, we naturally doubt the efficiency 
—— system of discipline, that produced such re- 
sults. 

Again, we hear the 7th New York everywhere held 
up as the beau ideal of a militia organization. 

ow the discipline of the 7th New York is a dis- 
cipline of courtesy; hence as the mathematician 
would say: the-beau ideal of militia discipline 1s4 
discipline of courtesy. Forgive us, gentlemen, for 
doubting the efficiency of a National Reserve, dis- 
ciplined by courtesy. 

t is a poor doctor that has no remedy to propose, 
and therefore I wiil endeavor to suggest a few ideas, 
that have come to me from time to time; not that 
they are likely to be accepted, but may lead to some 
more matured plan, in the hands of some competent

n consequence of the provisions prohibiting the 
use of militia in an offensive war, we are forced to 
accept the theory, that the militia of the Constitu- 
tion will not prove an efficient Reserve. The Con- 
stitution, however, empowers Congress “‘to raise an 
support armies;” armies consist of active and re- 
serve forces; hence, under our Constitution, CoD- 

ress may establish an army, to consist of an active 
orce (or standing army,) and a National Reserve; 
providing also, for a State Militia force. , 

Let Congress organize a National Reserve, which 
shall form part of the Army of the United States. 
Apply to this Reserve the following law, based up ne 
the present Constitutional provision concerning ¢ 
militia. 
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This force shall be organized, armed, equipped, 


uniformed and a by the General Govern- | 


ment, reserving to t r i 
pointment of the officers and the authority of train- 
ing the battalions pertaining to each State, in ac- 
cordance with regulations established by Congress. 
Whenever any part of this force is employed in the 
service of the United States, it shall be entirely 
under the control of the General Government. : 

It may be asked, how does this differ from a mil- 
itia force? A militia is an enrolled body of citizens, 
between certain fixed ages, which may be called out 
by the President. The reserve is a volunteer force, 
that is, consisting of men who voluntarily enlist for 
a given period of time. It will be necessary to ex- 
plain what_I mean in the above paragraph by disci- 
plining and training. 


DIsc}PLINING.—By this I mean that Congress shall | 


rovide a code of regulations; shall place the mili- 
ary courts of the National Reserve upon the 
same footing as those of the standing Army, giving 
them jurisdiction over all offences prescribed in the 
code. And finally providing inspectors for the re- 
serve, Whose duty will be to report quarterly to the 
Secretary of War and the Governor of the State as 
to the condition of the several battalions. 

TRAINING.—By this is understood that for adminis- 
trative purposes and State defence, during time of 

eace and also for instruction, the National Reserve 
shall be under the control of the several State Goyv- 
ernments. 

Let Congress provide for one battalion (of four 
companies) for each Congressional district, the offi- 
cers to be appointed and commissioned by the State, 
and to be mustered into the reserve on passing such 
an examination as may be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of War. The highest rank in the National Re- 
serve to be that of major. 

For administrative purposes, any State may or- 
ganize the battalions within her domain into regi- 
ments, brigades and divisions, and officer such or- 
roper; but such offi- 


ganizations as she may deem 
cers, and not officers 


cers shall be deemed State o 
of the National Reserve. 

When any battalions are called into the service of 
the United States, they will be organized into pro- 
visional regiments; the colonels and lieutenant- 
colonels to be assigned by the President of the 
United States. 

Any regiment, battalion or company of the 
State Guard of any State may, with the consent 
of itsown government, be mustered into the Na- 
tional Reserve under such conditions as Congress 
may deem advisable. f 

The several States shall be divided into inspection 
districts, in each of which shall be stationed an In- 
spector-General of the United States Army, whose 
uty it will be to make the inspections and reports 
previously mentioned. 

With some such plan as this, some confidence 
would be felt by officers of the Army that the most 
efficient discipline possible in a reserve force would 
be obtained; full sweep would be given to the en- 
thusiasm of our citizen soldiery ; State pride would 
be maintained without prejudice to the interests of 
the United States, and the provisional regiments of 
the National Reserve would be commanded by offi- 
cers of military education and experience when 
called into the field. 

This plan would give a uniform system through- 
out the Union. And in States where the Legislature 
is either unwilling or unable to organize a militia, the 
enthusiastic young men could organize battalions 
under the United States law, at no expense to the 

te. 


These are, of course, but a few crude suggestions, 
thrown together for the purpose of indicating the 
Sr of organizing a reserve force that would 

sufficiently national for efficiency, and at the 
same time in no way encroach upon State rights 
and jealousies. 

In conclusion, permit me to say that no one re- 
cognizes more clearly than the Army officer that the 
“feather bed ’’ soldier is a thing of the past among 
our citizen soldiery, and gladly do we extend to 
them the right hand of fellowship; but our duty as 
professional soldiers is to endeavor to influence the 
minds of our people to a practical organization of 
our Army. And we cannot support a bill which we 
deem likely to perpetuate asystem prejudicial to 
the future of our profession.

NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION. 
POSTPONEMENT OF THE CONVENTION. 


After correspondence with the Tennessee military 
authorities the Executive Committee of the National 
Guard Association have decided to defer the holding 
of its Convention untilafter the adjournment of the 
present Congress. By that time they are in hopes of 
procuring some of the long desired Congressional le- 
gislation. Ofthe various bills pending before Con- 
gress in regard to the militia, there is but one which 
has any practicable chance of passage during the pre- 
sent session of Congress. That is what is known in 
the Senate as the Sewell bill and in the House as the 
Strait bill, which contains no special legislation, but 
merely increases the present appropriation to six 
hundred thousand dollars to be expended in equip- 
age, armsand ordnance stores for the militia. The 
other bills are too far down uponf the calendar to be 
reached and if moved their provisions would lead to 
discussion which would be fatal to their passage with- 
in the limited time available. 

Assoonas the Militia Committee is reached upon 
the call of the Committees in the House, 1t will report 
the Sewell (or Strait) bill and move to suspend the 
rules and passit. This will be done, perhaps, on the 
third Wednesday of January, and if not then, certain- 
ly on the third Wednesday of February. A two- 
thirds vote will be necessary to suspend the rules and, 
if this is not had, the chance of obtaining any legisla- 
tion for the militia during the present session is 


one. 
. The bill in question has many friends and few, if 
any, enemies. If those members who have pledged 
themselves to support it are on hand at the proper 
time, it is certain ass. But the fate of the Bank- 
ruptcy bill, which, although supported by a large ma- 
jority of the House failed on fifth Jan, by receiving 
six votes short of the necessary two-thirds, demon- 
strates the necessity that all interested in this bill 
should exert their influence to secure the presence of 
their friends in Congress when the’billis moved. No- 
thing but absenteeism among its friends will prevent 
its passage when reached. 


INDIANA.

Indiana is virtu- 
ally the only Statein the Union that does notsupport 
its militia, and as we have as well disciplined militia 
in this State as any in the Union, a strenuous effort 
will be made to secure the appropriation otherwise,

FROM A CAMEL GRENADIER IN EGYPT. 


Ir being a dismally monotonous journey on camel- 
back between Wady Halfa and Dongola, I am trying 
to enliven the proceedings by scribbling a few re- 
marks about the Camel Corps, which may be of some 
interest to your readers. Writing is rather a diffi- 
cult feat on top of my camel, as his action is far 
from that of an arm-chair ; no matter, it effectually 
prevents drowsiness, and takes my thoughts off 
brooding on the sore places of my body. 

Generally speaking, the camel gets up just as the 
man gets his foot in the stirrup, and the results are 
curious. Woe betide, if you try to throw your right 
leg over before the beast is up; you will infallibly 
come a hideous cropper. The only thing is to stand 
in the stirrup, let him rise with you, and then get 
into your seat. The usual day’s work begins by re- 
veille at 4.30, sometimes earlier, according to the 
length of the day’s journey, which as yet has never 
exceeded 11 hours—about 31 miles. Breakfasts are 
finished and everything is packed and ready by 6, 
and we start in the cool of the morning by leading 
our beasts four or five miles before mounting. 
Formation—sections of 4’s or single file, according 
to ground. Sitting on top of a camel walking straight 
on end for eight or nine hours, with only a break of 
half an hour at noon, is a slightly monotonous affair. 
My own beast, although I love him tenderly, is not 
blest with swift walking-powers, and my conversa- 
tion during the day is limited to ‘‘Wake up, d—n 
you !” oceasionally varied by ‘‘D—n you, wake up!” 
However, he is in a terrible funk of koorbash, and 
the swish of it hurries him up considerably. 

As for the country, my idea of a desert used to be 
‘an illimitable waste of burning sand, broken by 
neither rock nor tree whereon to rest the weary eye.” 
As yet, we have not come across anything of the 
sort; the ground has been decidedly mountainous, 
and in fact sometimes so much so that we have had 
to dismount and lead our animals. Occasionally we 
emerge into a ‘“‘khor,” or so-called watercourse, 
three or four miles broad (I should call it a plain) ; 
but it is generally hard sand, often gravelly, and 
always capital walking. We do not see so much of 
the Nile as you might expect from looking at the 
map, though, as yet, we have halted every night ex- 
cept one on the banks, from whence the views are 
excessively pretty. Sometimes the ground is so stony 
that one really pities the podgy, soft looking feet of 
our camels, but they knock their toes against the 
a with the test unconcern. I have 
also practical experience that their feet are not 
soft, by a violent kick I received from the hind-leg 
of a camel, who thought himself insulted by my ex- 
amining his headstall in the dark. A camel’s hind- 
leg will reach anywhere—over his head, round his 
chest, and on to his hump ; even when lying down 
an evil dis: animal will sometimes shoot out his 
leg and bring you to a sitting position. His neck is 
of the same “ger | ; he will chew the root of his tail, 
nip you in the calf, or lay the top of his head on his 
hump ; altogether, he is an overrated beast. I have 
been told of journeys made across country from 
Dongola to Alexandria in eight days (which I do 


not believe) ; of his marvellous powers of going for 
40 days running; of trotting 200 miles without a 
halt ; of his going 15 days without water, etc., etc. 
My experience thus far is that he gets a sore back 
| after four days, or less, does not go more than five 
| consecutive days, and as for trotting, it is only by a 
vigorous application of the koorbash that I can 
succeed in making mine go more than 250 yards at a 
time. I trust that my steed is an exception, but I 
chose him because he was pointed out to me bya 
connoisseur as an extra good one, but his walking 
aw never exceeds two anda half miles per 
our.
